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The history of high-altitude climbing is one of struggle and 
success. From the first attempts on Everest to the modern-day 
epics of expedition solos, what draws so many to the mountains 
is not just the objective but also the challenge. It is this battle to 
overcome the elements, to push beyond personal limits, and to 
battle through factors that conspire against expedition success 
that makes the summit that much sweeter. But few climbers 
take success for granted, and it is the difficulty of the challenge 
that is the deeper story. 


One of the first Himalayan expeditions Eddie Bauer outfitted 
was the 1953 American Karakoram Expedition, which 
attempted to summit K2. It was the fifth attempt on the 
8,611-meter mountain, but the Charles Houston-led expedition 
resolved to travel in a lightweight style uncharacteristic for 
the era and to counter tactical challenges by taking only an 
eight-man team up the Abruzzi spur route. 


After reaching the 7,750-meter elevation, team member Art 
Gilkey became seriously ill and the party was forced into a 
desperate retreat. The resulting teamwork and self-sacrifice 
became known as one of the landmark rescue operations in the 
history of Himalayan climbing when Pete Schoening arrested 

a fall of six members of the party with a single ice axe in an

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event now simply known as "The Belay." While the team did not 
summit, they exhibited strength of teamwork that led to the 
safe return of seven of their members and inspired generations 
of climbers, including Reinhold Messner, who said, "They failed 
in the most beautiful way you can imagine." 


The 1953 expedition was also the genesis for the Eddie 

Bauer Kara Koram parka and led to a long history of intense 
development to build the best high-altitude parkas, pants and 
sleeping bags for pioneering climbers during the Golden Age 
of Himalayan climbing. This constant drive to build better 
gear for expedition extremes led to our first use of ripstop 
nylon in climbing apparel, the channel construction of the Mt. 
Everest Parka, and the double-insulated, expedition-weight 
down sleeping bag that became the choice of American 
mountaineering expeditions for decades. 


The legendary partnership that developed meant more than 
just honing the gear. And the attitude that was forged in the 
first decade of spirit and struggle led to bold, Bauer-outfitted 
achievements such as the first ascent of Gasherbrum | in 
1958, the first American ascent of Mt. Everest in 1963, and 
the first American ascent of Makalu in 1980-a climb that was 
made without Sherpa support or supplemental oxygen.

One of the downsides to having smaller teams, which 
came out on Makalu, is that it does limit your options. 
If one person is struggling a certain day and the other 
person is not, you need to stick together. If there is a 
bigger team, you can sort of divide up-have two people 
go up or two people go down-or whatever the situation 
is on any given day. To have that versatility of having 
bigger teams makes for higher chances of success. 


That is also why the two-person teams attract me, 
because it not only raises the stakes in terms of safety 
but also in terms of success or not. In some ways those 
decisions can be harder, because it is all coming down 
to two people. And to a certain degree you have to 
stick together and that doesn't necessarily mean being 
right next to each other, but it does mean significant 
coordination to make sure that you are not separated. 


So when we turned around on summit day it was tough, 
because Melissa wasn't feeling strong enough to summit 
but could have gone higher, but didn't want to get too 

far away from camp without me. But she very unselfishly 
decided to turn back earlier than she probably could have, 
even though she could have gotten a personal high point 
on Makalu. And so she turned around. At the same time, we 
spent a lot of time making those decisions on summit day, 
so it slowed us down in total. And so | ended up being up

We were both pretty frustrated with not being successful, 
of course. But we also walked away with a pretty intense 
experience. And despite the fact that it was difficult at 
times, | think we've actually become closer through the 
process.

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We knew that theoretically going in, but when you aren't successful, it kind of hits 
you in the face how big a decision it is when you go with just two. Because you 
know what, how many chances in your life do you have to go try to climb an eight- 
thousand-meter peak? 


Self-supported climbs take so much time and effort that you need to place the priority 
on the journey rather than on maximizing the chances, at all costs, for success. 


5> What was the most memorable aspect for you of having to make 
that call so close to the summit? 


| think the most memorable part for me was realizing how quickly | had to make it. | was 
about 150 meters from the summit but | think the most difficult part was | made my 
decision because people had been coming down, strong climbers who | knew from being in 
the same places in the Himalaya with them before-knowing they were strong and having to 
trust what they were saying in terms of how much time they thought it would take. 


The decision has to be quick; you can't spend much time hanging around. So in 

the course of about twenty minutes, | had to gather some info quickly and decide 
whether to trust how long they were saying it was going to take. And even with a 
grain of salt deciding, with all that information, in all likelihood it was going to take 
at least X number of hours. And it was already three or four in the afternoon. 


Sothe hard part is removing the emotion out of it and it was hard for me then, but in a 
way | kind of surprised myself in that it was fairly rational when | realized that | was going 
to be coming down perhaps in the dark and for sure in the shadow. And as happens in 
those situations, | had not eaten anything or drunk anything for most of the day. 

But that was the other thing, | felt great. Probably the most memorable part about 
turning around was that | didn't feel weak, | felt great, which made it that much 
harder to turn around, but knowing for sure that | would be coming down in the 
shadow and that | was pretty extended and | would get hypothermic quickly, | made 
a fairly rational decision which kind of surprised myself.

| discussed it with Ed after that, knowing that he'd been on Makalu and he was 
wondering where | was when | turned around. It's one of those things when you look 
back-l know Ed has very clear ideas about all that or at least he expouses them, 
despite having for sure turned around and having wondered about his decisions. But 
in that situation | probably would have been okay, but if you do that every time and 
get in the habit of hanging it out there, most of the time it works out fine but in the 
end, it ends up biting you. So | think it's good to keep it divorced from the emotion.

| think so. In some sense the summit or accomplishing some great climb, it's so easy 
to wrap it into a box and put a rivet on it.

It would feel that much more 
satisfying to go back and do it the right way, rather than if | had gone for it and 
summited at 8 P.M. and barely made it out of there. I'd love to go back and do it in 
great style. | would love to get the chance to go back and finish that story.

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Heading south*to get strong has been ап annual 
rite for climbers since the days of hemp ropes and 
hand-forged pitons. And, over time, this traditional 
migration to areas with dry, sporty routes and soul- 
warming sunshine has turned places that were once 
just big rocks in arid deserts into cultural meccas 
that draw the world's best climbers. One such place 
that blends the elements of training ground and 
seasonal destination is Mexico's El Potrero Chico, 
which First Ascent guides David Morton and Melissa 
` Arnot picked last spring as the ideal location to train 
for their expedition to Makalu. 


፦ ' Recognized as one of the ten best sport climbing 


destinations worldwide, the towering limestone 

fins of this relaxed valley in northern Mexico's arid 
Chihuahuan desert feature more than 500 sport 
routes, including Timewave Zero, which at 23 pitches 
and 2,000 vertical feet ranks as the second-longest 
sport route in North America. Since climbers first 
developed the protected area in the 1980s, the 
reports have pulled American climbers south for 
extended stays at the campgrounds and climbing 
ranch just outside the town of Hidalgo. Famous for 
one-buck beers and three-dollar dinners, this place 
was also the perfect spot to build strength and 
teamwork for the world's fifth highest peak. 


During those fourteen days last February, the pair 
progressed from warming up on Mota Wall's clean 
red rock with beauties such as Snott Girlz and Two 
Pump Chump to climbing sporty multi-pitch classics 
such as Satori 5.10c, Devil's Path 5.11ር and Space 
Boyz 5.10d. They concluded by working a few 12s on 
Mileski Wall and ascending the spires silhouetted 
against a perfect desert sunset. Climbing with light 
racks and temperatures rising into the 1005, it was 
a world away from the brutal loads and bitter high- 
altitude conditions they'd find in the Himalaya. But 
with time and space, the pair was able to plan the 
specifics and the logistics of their self-supported 
expedition climb. More than just a training trip, 

this escape to Mexico's dry rock mecca provided 
the perfect venue to build strength and trust in 
preparation for a much bigger objective. 


"We came to Mexico with simple goals. We wanted 
to climb, strengthen our partnership for the long 
expedition we have ahead, and re-engage in a 

` medium of climbing that we have both taken a break 
from," Arnot reported from Mexico. "We climbed all 
over the park, resting only one day in the fourteen 
we have been here.

In addition, the lengthening while stretching of their muscles gives them more reach 
and more flexibility, which in turn results in less injury, as the body is not only compact 
and powerful but agile and resilient." 


Highlighted below are five poses suggested for climbers looking to climb harder and 
avoid injury. Breathe deeply and hold each one for 30 seconds, then switch sides. 


WARRIOR II POSE 


BENEFITS: In addition to building focus and clarity, this pose 
will stretch and strengthen both arms and legs, which will help 
prevent injury and fatigue during leg-burning climbs. 


STEPS: Step to the side, stretch arms out and bring hands to 
shoulder height. Gaze over the right hand, align right foot and 
fingers perpendicular to the body, and turn left foot in. Bend knee 
to 90 degrees, stretch arms away from shoulder and engage abs 
to prevent shoulder tension. 


EAGLE POSE 


BENEFITS: Builds strength and opens hip flexors, while also 
stretching out the back and shoulders in preparation for summer 
climbing season. Take this one easy with tight hips. 


STEPS: From standing, bend the right knee up and cross it over 
the opposite thigh. Wrap it around the leg while extending arms 
out, bending the right elbow and wrapping it under the left. Make 
a palm in front of the face and sit into the pose. 


HALF MOON POSE 


BENEFITS: Build dynamic leg and ankle strength while also 
working on balance and extension. This holistic pose also looks 
very cool at the campground or against the sunset. 

STEPS: Start from Warrior | and float forward so fingers touch 
floor in front of the right foot. Lift the left leg so it rises above 
parallel to the floor and focus balance into the opposite foot. 
Open the chest and torso, then raise the left hand skyward to 


gaze at the fingertips. 


COW FACE POSE 


BENEFITS: Hip flexibility and shoulder stretch for overworked 
muscles in the back. Use a blanket to soften the surface and be 
cautious with this pose if you have knee problems. 


STEPS: Extend legs in front of your seated position, then bend the 
knees and slip the left foot under the right leg to stack the knees. 
Position feet near their opposite hip, then raise arms up and 

bend the elbow to position palm on the neck. Extend left arm and

It needs to handle a little bit of everything. If 
you are in a full rainstorm or full snowstorm, 
obviously you'll need to change it up. But if you 
are climbing four to six thousand feet from

Las Lefias has been the premier destination for skiers and snowboarders looking to fulfill the dream of ап endless winter since it opened in 1983. 
With steep, serious terrain, 4,035-vertical-foot, lift-accessed descents and the celebrated high-alpine Marte Chair, the largest ski area in South 
America exerts a powerful draw when the Northern Hemisphere is stuck enjoying summer. Leñas is also famous for discos lubricated with Malbec 
and Fernet, half a million square hectares of accessible backcountry terrain, and an annual migration of professional skiers that arrive to catch the 


Santa Rosa storm. 


The convergence of these elements is why it was the epicenter picked to host the First Ascent ski and snowboard team as they continued the year- 
round, nonstop process of testing prototypes and designing our technical ski gear. As luck or karma would have it, the team of Reggie Crist, Zach 
Crist, Lynsey Dyer, Chris Coulter, Lel Tone and photographer Will Wissman landed in the midst of the season's biggest storm. They outfitted the Las 
Lefias guide service in First Ascent gear, logged four days hiking the steep, accessible backcountry, and dropped four-thousand-vertical foot road 
shots as well as scoring the opener on the Marte Chair, which presented some prime testing conditions and which Reggie Crist called "a memorable 
opener and quite possibly the best resort run of my life."

For most mortals, sailing around the world is an epic 
of dreams or legends. But for Gavin McClurg and Jody 
MacDonald, their five-year Best Odyssey was a sustain- 
able and mindful mission to explore the kiteboarding 
and paragliding potential of the most beautiful and 
remote places on earth. As they worked their way 
around the world, they passed through the Panama 
Canal, then visited locations from the tropical 
paradises of Micronesia, Indonesia and Africa to the 
dramatic coasts of Spain, Scotland and Ireland.

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The pair sailed 54,000 miles, visiting 50 countries, 
rounding the Cape of Good Hope and circumnavigating 
the earth twice in their 60-foot Discovery catamaran. 
Highlighting the experience were connections they 
made with a long roster of professional athletes, as well 
as stunning images they captured while kitesurfing 
lagoons in the Mozambique Channel and parasailing 
dramatic cliffs in the Azores. Their mission was finding 
the most remote places on earth, getting there and 
playing hard, which they achieved with flying colors.

back home, McClurg and MacDonald hatched a plan 

for the expedition kitesurfing sequel-The Ocean 
Odyssey-which is scheduled to depart in 2012. In his 

last captain's log, McClurg left us with his environmental 
reflections on what it all meant and a quote from 
Edward Abbey to live by about enjoying the "lovely, 
mysterious and awesome space." But it was the pull 4 
of a life at sea that seemed to call him back.

Pedaling from Alaska 
to Argentina 


Biking 17,290 miles from Prudhoe Bay, Alaska, 
to Ushuaia, Argentina, is not a trip that most 
families would undertake together, but the 
Vogel family did just that-traveling the entire 
length of the Pan American Highway via pedal 
power.
